New York, December !18.—The Pinkere 
ton Detective Agency in this city con- 
firmed tonight a report that William 
F’. Walker, the absconding treasurer 
of the New Britain (Conn.) Savings 
bank, had been captured at Ensenada, 
lower California. Positive identifica- 
tion has been made and Walker has 
consented to return to Connecticut 
withouut resort to extradition proe- 
ceedings. 

Walker was arrested at a mining 
camp !5 miles from Ensenada, lower 
California, which is Mextcan territory, 
yesterday. He was taken by a repre- 
sentative of the detective agency at 
Los Angeles, assisted by a party of 
Mexicans. The prisoner was taken to 
Ensenada, where his admitted identity 
was confirmed. He will be transferred 
to San Diego, Cal., and thence brought 
east at once.

Gould, of the district supreme court, 
today cited George B. Cortelyou, secre- 
tary of the treasury, to appear in court 
Friday, January 3, 1908, to show cause 
why he a Sa not enjoined from 
turning over or delivering the balance 
of the $21,450,000 of the Panama canal] 
bonds to certain banks, and persons 
to whom he has announced allotments. 

The citation issued by Justice Gould 
is based on a petition filed by George 
W. Austin, of New York, who describes 
himself as a taxpayer and property 
owner in the United States, and who 
declares he made a proposal to pur- 
chase bonds of the advertised issue of 
the face value of $3,000,000. He says 
he had agreed to pay at the rate of 
103.375 and accred interest per one 
hundred dollars and on notice of the 
acceptance of his subscriptions stands 
ready to deposit the amount with the 
assistant treasurer at New York. 

Mr. Austin informs the court that he 
has been advised through the public 
press that in direct violation of the 
statutes and in absolute disregard of 
the .treasury department’s circular No. 
68 of the $25,000,000 of the bonds al- 
lotted only $1,000,000 were allotted to 
matural persons who were bidders for 
the same and who, in accordance with 
the statutes and said circular were giv- 
en an equal opportunity to subscribe 
therefor; the remaining $24,000,000 
were allotted to divers national banks 
throughout the United States, and only

“Kor some time,’ says Postmaster 
Blodgett, “I have realized that the 
carrier force at the Atlanta postoffice 
has been wholly inadequate to the de- 
mands of the largely increasing busi- 
ness. Sometimes I have been appre- 
hensive that the patrons of the office 
have not been receiving the service to 
which they are entitled. Knowing the 
work the carrier force has been doing, 
I can easily realize that an overwork- 
ed body of men may fall short OCe 
casionally. I have been working vigor- 
ously for an increase in the carrier 
force, and now that I have acquired 
what 1 want I feel much better satis- 
fied. 

“After the holiday season the car- 
rier districts will all be rearranged. 
The additional eight regulars will al- 
low a change of routes by which every 
section of the city can be made more 
accessible by the carriers and more 
easily served.”

Cooperation of Public. 


Postmaster Blodgett says that postal 
matters can be facilitated and made 
easier by the cooperation of the public 
generally. He asks all persons 
having packages for the mail to mail 
them early, and in that way avoid the 
congestion at all times possible. 

To secure the assistance of the pa- 
trons of the Atlanta office, the post- 
master has presented some sugges- 
tions for mailing Christmas packages. 


These follow: 

1. Have your packages 
but without sealing, in stout paper. These 
packages are thrown together into canvas 
sacks: the sacks are piled on top of each 
other and your packages may be subjected 
to great weight over it and crushed, or when 
the sack is emptied it may be torn. 

2. See that your package is accurately 
weighed and in order that the full amount 
of . postage required may be affixed in 
stamps Unless fully prepaid it will not leave 
the ‘office. Hundreds of packages last Christ- 
mas were either delayed or never reached 
their destination by being short paid. 

8. Recollect that postage is rated by ounces, 
Scales that do not weigh ounces will not 
give carrect weight. Ample arrangements 
will be made at the postoffice for correctly 
weighing your packages. 

4 Write your full address, giving street 
and number on the lower left hand corner 
of your package, preceded by the word 
‘‘From.’’ In this case if it 4s wrongly ad- 
dressed or short paid you will be immediately 
notified by postal card and can correct your 
error without delay. Otherwise the ad- 
dressee will be notified to send the short 
postage. 

5. All printed matter, except newspapers 
and periodicals duly entered and including 
engravings, photographs, etc., are third-class 
and require 1 cent post@re for every two 
ounces or fraction thereof. 

Newspapers, etc., regularly entered as sec- 
ond-class matter require 1 cent for every four 
ounces or fraction thereof. 

Merchandise requires 1 cent for each ounce 
or fraction thereof. 

Packages are iimited 
weight. 

6. Any writing in these packages subjects 
them to first-class postage and renders the 
arty liable to a fine. These pagkages are 
nspected before leaving the office and should 
be tied up so as to be easily examined,

erages within theif borders, so as to 
aid the cause of temperance and to 
prevent the encouragement by § the 
United States government of illicit 
dealing in the same.’’- 

To Prevent Circumveation of Law. 


Explaining his purpose, Mr. Tillman 
said it was to prevent, if possible, the 
circumvention of the laws in the in- 
terest of prohibition which are being 
generally enacted jin the southern 
states. 

“Congress,” he said, “attempted in 
enacting thé Wilson law to protect the 
people in the enforcement of their state 
laws, but the courts have shaded and 
shaded down — protection until there 
is practically nothing left of it, and I 
want the committee to ascertain wheth.- 
er it is not practicable to give relief,

He says they are flood- 
ing the local option part of South Car- 
olina and other local option southern 
states with whisky which ‘fs sent in 
from other states “C. O. D.” The su- 
preme court of the United States has 
held that such traffic cannot be Iinter- 
fered with Vecause of its interstate 
character. 


Kean Asks a Question. 


Mr. Aldrich suggested that the meas- 
ure should go to the committee on the 
judiciary. Mr. Tillman consented to 
the change, but insisted that any com- 
mittee taking charge of it should first 
be instructed to take the question up. 

‘Does the senator from South Caroli- 
na’’ asked Mr. Kean, “‘want to instruct 
states what laws they should pass to 
protect themselves from the lHquor 
traffic?” 

Mr. Tillman explained that his reso- 
lution simply sought to define the point 
at which the police power of the state 
begins. As governor of South Carolina 
he had dealt with this question. He 
wanted some committee to determine 
! how far congress can go-in limiting. as 
a police power the control over inter. 
State beverages.

Calberson on Power of States. 


Senator Culberson sug 
gSested that a 
report of a committee of congress can- 
not add to or take away from the power 


of a state or of the federal government. 
The constitution, he said, provides that 
congress shall regulate interstate com- 
merce and no act of a legislature of 
any state could add to.or take from 
that power. If it be intrastate com- 
merce the state alone could regulate it. 

“The states,’’ he sald, “‘will determine 
for themselves how far they may g0, 
and the federal congress will determine 
for itself how far the nation’s Pat 
ment will go.’’ 

While all would submit to the action 
of the supreme court of the United 
States, he declared that even such a 
decision would not add to or take away 
from the powers delegated by the con- 
stitution. 

Seator Bafley said the passage of the 
Wilson law was specifically and avow- 
edly for the purpose of permitting the 
states to regulate this question of the 
liquor traffic. 

“This was,” he said, “one of those 
hasty pieces of legislation dashed off 
in a delimium, and such laws are gen- 
erally found to be wanting.” 

He would have the sovereign police 
powers of the states restored in this 
matter, so that there would be no 
question as to their control upon the 
arrival of a consignment. That he con- 
sidered the essential necessity. 


Bailey Discusses the Law. 


Mr. Batley said, as the law had been 
interpreted by the supreme court of 
the United States, the package did not 
enter a state until its delivery to the 
consignee, whereupon Mr. Tillman de- 
clared that if he should send for a 
glass of water, the water might be in 
the senate before it reached him. Mr. 
Bailey reminded the senator from 
South Carolina that “the ordinary way 
we talk is not necessarily the way to 
write it into the law.” 

He added that he had been greatly 
surprised when the supreme court of 
the United States handed down that 
decision. 


| Mr. Knox considered it unfortunate 
that the decision of the supreme court 
of the United States had maintained 
that the “arrival of the goods should 
make their delivery to the consignee.” 

“I don’t believe that it is necessary 
to deal with this matter by a resolu- 
tion. You are perfectly certain in a 
short time to have bills presented 
which will necessarily receive atten- 
tion. Prohibition is increasing, and 
will continue to increase.” 
After further discussion, 
Senators Baird, McCumber, Knox and 
Tillman participated, Mr. Knox sug- 
gested that the whole difficulty could 
be reached through a Dill. 

Bill Drawn.to Meet Situation. 


“Draw one,” suggested Mr. Tillman, 
whereupon. Mr. Knox prepared an 
amendment to the Wilson bill provid- 
ing that the control of the state should 
begin as soon as the package is 
“within the borders of a state, and 
before or after delivery to the con- 
signee.” 

Mr. Tillman then withdrew his reso- 
lution and offered the bill, which was 
referred to the committee on judiciary. 

The bill as presented reads: ' at, 

“That all fermented, distilled or 
other intoxicating Liquors or lNauids 
transported to any state or territory 
or remaining therein for use, consump- 
tion, sale or storage therein, upon ar- 
rival within the borders of the state 
and before or after delivery to the 
consignee, in such state or territory 
be subject to the operation and effect 
of the law if such state or territory

Judge Issues That 


Governors Cannot Be Enjoined. 


(From The Chicago Record-Herald.) 

The decision rendered a few days ago by 
Judge Newman, of the federal circuit court 
at Atlanta, in the ‘‘rate’’ case of the Georgia 
Centra] is interesting from several points of 
\@w. In the first place it affords another 
illustration of the confusion and anarchy 
under which, as we said recently in dls- 
cussing the need of uniform control, the 
railroads at present move and carry on 
business. In the second place it answers 
some novel questions that eminent counsel, 
including ex-Senator Spooner, raised in argu- 
ing the case for the complainant read, which 
sought an injunction to restrain the enforce- 
ment of the new 2'%-cent passenger rate that 
the state railroad commissfon had ordered. 

Judge Newman, unlike several federal 
judges in the south, but like a federal judge 
in the west, denied thew application for the 
injunction. He was not sure that the lower 
rate would reduce the profits to a point 
calling for interference. He advised a rea- 
Zonable trial of the lower rate—for six or at 
least three months. 

The complainant sought to enjoin not only 
the commission, but the governor, the at- 
torney general, the special counsel of the 
commission ahd other officials. Judge New 
man holds that the commission, its own at- 
torney and other officials charged with ad- 
ministrative functions, are subject to suits 
in’ €ourts of equity and to writs of injunc- 
tion restraining them from doing anything 
to enforce a presumptively unconstitutional 
statute which takes away property without 
due process of law. But he also decides 
that the attorney general and the governor 
are not proper parties to a sult in equity, 
and that no injunction can be issued against 
them. 

An attorney general is merely a legal ad- 
viser, and he cannot be restrained from giv- 
ing advice or making pleas in court. A gov- 
ernor may perhaps be enjoined from per- 
forming a purely ministerial act, but he can- 
not be enjoined from exercising any function 
which requires or implies discretion—the use 
of his judgment as to public policy. To or- 
der prosecutions of violators of the law, says 
the court, implies discretion, and an injunc- 
tlon would be an interference with the au- 
thority of the state, @ suit against the state 
within the meaning of the constitutional pro- 
hibition of such suits. 

The case of the Georgia Central has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, and al! 
its points will be submitted to the supreme 
court. It will take years to thrash out the 
questions that have grown out of the ‘‘rate’’ | 
controversies.

The general manager of the water- ° 


works department has been instructed 
by the water board to make a rigid in- 
vestigation of certain irregularities in 
the reading of meters, complaint hav- 
ing been made by. citizens whose bills 
were out of all reason. 

The general manager says he dis- 
covered that there had been something 
wrong about the reading of meters 
when he decided to change some of the 
readers from one section of the city to 
another. The result was that the new 
reading showed many consumers were. 
according to the figures of the meters, 
in debt to the city for bills which did 
not seem just or correct. 

When the water board met yester- 
day afternoon Judge George Hillyer ap- 
peared to represent the tenants of his 
building corner of Alabama and Broau 
streets. It was shown that the water 
bill of the Maddox-Rucker Banking 
Company, was $41 instead of 60 cents, 
which it had ‘been for several years. 
The bills of all the tenants in the 
same ‘building were out of all just pro- 
portion. It was stated by the secre- 
tary of the department that a careful 
investigation disclosed no leaks and 
that the last reading of the meters was 
correct. 

General Manager Woodward said he 
felt satisfied that the large bills were 
due to the careless reading or the neg- 
lect to read at all the meters, by men 
in the employ of the department. 

‘T have found other complaints about 
large bills,’’ stated the general man- 
ager, “and I believe the increase is 
due to the change I made in the read- 
rs. The matter is still under investi- 
gation.”’ 

The board adopted a resolution deduct. 
ing all the overcharges for water to 
consumers and inStructing the general 
manager to make a thorough and rigid 
investigation and report back to the 
board at its next meeting.

UPWARD TURN 


On the Road's Declaration of 
Dividend, 


This Pointed to the Professional 
Character of the Stock Market, 
and Affected the Tone of 
the Whole Market 
in Sympathy. 


New York, December 18.—The heavy con- 
gestion of today’s dealings in a few stocks 
pointed unmistakably to the professional 
character of the market. This was particu- 
larly marked in Reading, in which orders for 
many kinds of shares were executed from 
single houses. The fact that that action was 
looked for during the day, on the dividend on 
this stock, added to the interest in the large 
transactions. Reading’s aggressive upward 
turn after early weakness affected the tone 
of the whole market in sympathy. This 
was partly the covering of a professional 
short account, which has been built up in 
the lest few days, in connection with the 
talk of the difficulties to be met in con- 
forming to the law against ownership of 
coal mines by the railroad companies, which 
goes into effect on March l. The stock 
reacted on the regular dividend declaration. 
New York Central was an indifferent sharer 
in the general upturn in epite of the refuta- 
tion of the recent unfavorable rumors by the 
declaration of the quarterly dividend at the 
six per cent rate inaugurated at this time 
last year. This action was foreshadowed by 
the declaration of the extra dividend yester- 
day on Lake Shore anfi Michigan Central, 
the two principal subsidiary companies of the 
Central. The good impression made by the 
maintenance of the dividend rate was modi- 
fied to some extent by consideration of the 
earnings statements of companies. Even in 
the case of the subsidiary companies the 
extra disbursements left the surplus showing 
much below the conservative standards of 
those companies. Without the expansion of 
the parent companies, other income which 
resulted from these extra disbursements the 
ability to maintain the dividend rate cut of

Change to Be Made January 1-—Re- 
tiring State Chemist Recommends 
Action by Department With 
Regard to Chemically 
Bleached Flour.

Dr. R. E. Stallings, formerly of North 
Carolina, subsequently in the United 
States government service as. a chem- 
ist and later chemist at. the North 


ceed Dr. John M. McCandless as state 
chemist on January I. | 

Dr. McCandless tendered his resigna- 
tion as state -chemist more than six 
months ago, but has considerately re- 
mained with the department until such 
time as Commissioner T. G. Hudson 
could secure the services of a satis- 
factory successor. ‘ 

Dr. Stallings has been connected with 
the state department of chemistry for 
the past three months, during which 
time he has’ familiarized himself with 
the work in this state. 

Dr. McCandless yesterday submitted 
his final report to Commissioner Hud- 
son, and therein gives some account 
of his successor, and also an important 
report on flour, in respect of adultera- 
tions which he considers come under 
the pure food law. 

Dr. McCandless’ Report. 


His report is as follows: 

December 17, 1907.—Hon. T. G. Hudson, 
Commissioner of Agriculture, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: It is with feelings of regret at the 
severing of long established ties, that I make 
to you what -will in all probability be my 
last official report. The past year has been 
one of unusual activity in the chemical de- 
partment; in addition to the ordinary work 
of this department, it has been necessary 
in preparing for the execution of the new 
food and drugs act, to prepare quarters fog 
and equip a new laboratory and to organize 
and train an additional chemical force. In 
spite of the many detays and difficulties, 
incidental to the organization of this new 
Work we have been able to make a good 
beginning in the work of executing the 
provisions of the pure food law. 

In much of thig work I have had for the 
past three months the vatuable assistance of 
Dr. R. E. Stallings, witom you have wisely 
decided to appoint as my successor in the 
office of statg@ chemist on the Ist: of next 
January. Dr. Stallings’ training and ex- 
perience eminently qualify him for the posi-' 
tion. He is a native of North Carolina, 
graduating from Wake Forest college with 
the degrees of A. B. cO:d B. L. After 
graduating he read law and was aimitted 
to the bar of North Carolina, then went to 
the University of Virginia and spectalized 
in chemistry under the famous Dr. Mallet, 
incidentally taking the degree of A. M. From 
the University of Virginia he went to the 
Philippines, entering the government service 
as a chemist. He remained there two years, 
returning to the United States to accept a 


responsible position in the Pennsylvania State 
college, where he was closely associated with 
the famous Dr. Armsby, and also with Dr. 
Frear, noted as a food specialist. He re- 
mained there two years, going thence to the 
Agricultural college, North Dakota, as as- 
sistant to Dr. Ladd, who is both food com- 
missioner and state chemist of North Da- 
kota‘and who has made an exceptional repu- 
tation for his activity and ability in pro- 
moting the cause of pure food in the United 
States. From North Dakota he comes tv 
us, and [ feel sure, from my brief associa- 
tlon with him, that he deserves all the good 
things which have been gaid of him, and 
that in him you will find an able and faith- 
ful collaborator in the great work which you 
are doing for Georgia, and the state will 
secure the services of an accomplished chem- 
ist and a man of spotless integrity. I desire 
to say this much by way of introduction and 
to acknowledge the valuable assistance ren- 
dered by Dr. Stallings in all of the 
chemical works of the laboratory. 
Report on Flour. 


I beg herewith to submit my 
report on the subject of flour: 

There is no food product which is of more 
universal interest and importance to the 

man family. It is the “‘staff of life,’’ it. i: 
literally ‘‘bone of our bone and flesh of 
our flesh.’’ 
it be like ‘‘Caesar’s wife,’’ 
and of spotless purity. The great majority 
of people have a very erroneous idea 
flour, they belfeve it to be badly adulterated, 
with tale or soapstone, chalk and 
Nothing can be further from the truth. In | 
the thousands of samples which have been 
examined by able chemists all over the | 
world searching for this particular form of) 
adulteration, it is doubtful whether a dozen | 
authentic instances of such aduiteration with! 
mineral substances can be substantiated. The! 
fraud would be too easily detected, to beat 
all successful. Some ten or twelve years 
ago there was considerable adulteration of 
wheat flour by admixture with the cheaper | 
corn flour, but the activity of the national! 
government under special laws has long since| 
broken up this form of adulteration. 
special form of fraud with which we 
to deal today in the case of fiour consists in‘ 
what is known as ‘'‘bleaching.’’ This is 
accomplished by what is known as_ the 
chemical process exposing the flour to the 
action of the nitrogen oxides generated 
from nitric acid, or by the electrical process, 
in which an electric current is passed 
through the air forming nitrogen oxides, 
those produced 
from nitric acid, so that in both processes 
the bleaching is really effected by that same 
chemical agent. The effect of the bleach- 
ing is to whiten the flour. Now, the best 
flour has a natural delicate cream color: this

For the purchase of the medal the 
jury and Solicitor Hill made up a purse, 
and a committee composed of F. M. In- 
man and Thomas D. Stewart have 
charge of the selection.
